SECTION  C*  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE,  AREA.

Sanction  was  obtained  during  the  year  for 
tho  sinking  of  a trial  boro  at  Ryhall  for  the 
piped  supply  for  tho  Ryhall  and  Cast  or ton  group 
of  villages.  The  private  supply  of  Ketton  was 
purchased  by  the  Council  and  improvements  carried 
out*  It  is  hoped  that  by  the  middle  or  end  of 
1949,  all  the  main  villages  of  the  District  will 
be  covered  by  a much  needed  piped  supply  of 
chlorinated  water* 

During  the  year  samples  of  6 private  supplies 
were  taken  and  all  found  to  be  unsatisfactory* 

Three  satisfactory  samples  wore  taken  from  the 
Ketton  supply*

33  Plans  were  deposited  and  30  approved  under  the 
Building  Byelaws,  The  plans  approved  included  those 
for  8 houses  to  be  erected  by  private  enterprise  and 
also  for  the  conversion  of  premises  into  2 housing 
units.  During  the  year  20  Council  Houses  were  com- 

pleted at  Ketton  and  7 houses  erected  by  private  enter- 
prise in  the  following  parishes,  Tixover  (3)  Ketton 
(2),  Ryhall  (2).  Premises  wore  converted  into  3 
housing  units  during  the  year.

unduly  long  journeys,  it  would  bo  far  preferable  for 
patients  from  the  Eyhall,  Bolmisthorpc  and  Essendine 
area  to  be  admitted  to  Peterborough  Isolation  Hospital.
